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1. 112 Rejections 

Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1-18 are rejected for at least the reasons that: it is not clear what the 
reverse order is since the first order or input order has not been established. It 
is unclear as to whether the order is from back to front of odd or even or both 
ages ? Is the sequencing from the highest numbered page to the least ? 

The scope of the claims is not clearly defined. 
2. 

Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. The term "selected one of a plurality of 
potential destinations..." is not supported in the specification.

The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1 .75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: The matter not supported includes, "... selected one of a 
plurality of potential destinations. 

4. 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the newly amended 
features must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter 
should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

As best can be determined in view of the 1 12 rejections above, the following rejection is 
being made and is repeated. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Tsuchitoi. 

With respect to claim 1, Tsuchitoi teaches a method for sequencing sheets of a print 
job having multiple sheets, the method comprising: discovering an output accumulation 
sequence of a destination of the print job (see col. 8, lines 54-57 and col. 9, lines 1-17) 
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and responsive to a predetermined condition, sequencing sheets of the print job in 
reverse (see col. 8, lines 63-67 especially line 66). 

With respect to claims 2, 8 and 14, Tsuchitoi teaches ascertaining the destination of 
the print job (via host computer 1 50 which checks the print job from printer 1 00) and 
discovering from the destination the output sequence of the destination, see col. 9, lines 
1-21 where host 150 discovers destination printer 100. 

With respect to claims 3 and 15, Tsuchitoi teaches searching an index (via controller 
1 51 ) for a record of the destination 1 00; and discovering the OAS fro the destination 
record (order of read out 152 on the host and 1 15 on the printer). 

With respect to claims 4, 10 and 16, Tsuchitoi teaches the claimed subject matter, 
see col. 8, lines 54-60 and col. 9, lines 1-30. 

With respect to claims 5,11 and 17, this limitation is inherent since the host 
designates the printer. 

With respect to claims 6, 12 and 18, Tsuchitoi teaches this limitation as roved at 
col. 8, lines 61-67. 

With respect to claim 7, Tsuchitoi teaches a system for sequencing multiple jobs 
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comprising: an output sequence discovery system (host computer 150) as claimed; and 
a sequecer 152 or 115 configured to respond to a predetermined condition by 
sequencing of sheets in the reverse direction. 

With respect to claim 9, Mori teaches an index (printer controller 151) having a 
record of the destination as claimed; a searcher (152 of controller 151) to search the 
index for the destination; and retriever 1 15 of printer 100 to discover the record. 



With respect to claim 13 Mori teaches a program storage device readable by a 
computer (RAM 1 13 of printer 100 or the memory means inherent in Host 150), 
tangible embodying a program for performing the method steps of: discovering an 
output accumulation sequence of a destination of the print job (see col. 8, lines 54-57 
and col. 9, lines 1-17) and responsive to a predetermined condition, sequencing sheets 
of the print job in reverse (see col. 8, lines 63-67 especially line 66). 
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6. Examiner's Remarks 

Applicant submitted an amendment dated August 8, 2005, however, the 
amendment is not supported by the original specification. Furthermore, there 
are no drawings to support the new amendments. 

At the bottom of page 8 of the remarks, the remarks are unpersuasive for the 
reason that there is no support for the limitations that are argued. 

At the top of page 8, applicant argues that Tsuchitoi does not sequence in a 
reverse order with a face up output accumulation. There is no support in the 
written specification nor in the drawings for "face up". It is not clear who this 
term is interpreted since there is no teaching for it. Furthermore, the examiner 
has addressed this similar point in the last office action. Namely, sequencing 
sheets of the print jog in reverse. See col. 8, lines 63-67. Applicant made no offer 
to explain the recited portion of the reference relied on by the examiner has 
support, nor offered an explanation as to why this section of the reference could 
not read on the claimed limitations. 

In the middle of page 8, applicant argues that the reference of record does not 
address ascending and descending of order of pages of a print job. However, it 
is not clear which claims are being argued. 
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Applicant's remarks have been considered but are unpersuasive to allow the 
claims. The claims are indefinite and the scope is not clearly defined. The 
remarks have been considered but are not persuasive in that they cannot be 
adequately weighed in response to the amendment which does not clearly set 
forth the scope desired for patentability. Hence, the rejection is final and the 
office action is repeated.
